ADDRESS TO GLASS OF 1888.

What has caused the failure, the 
sbiume nud the ruin of the countless 
number's who have flitted for a time in 
the noonday of tife like a moth of a 
stmmer’s day, and then have disap- 
peared behind a cloud of darkness, of 
disappointed hopes, and blighted ambi- 
tion or it may be in disgrace and ruin?

Your 
place of action may be iu the com- 
meveial world. {t may be for you to 
become renowned in scientific circles, 
or the leaders iu the education of the 
youth, or perhaps it is for some of you 
to he oalled to the highest, the most 
sacred sphere in life; to be the Queens 
and Mothers in our homes, whose 
kindly feeling, tender sympathy, pa- 
tieut forebearance, aud holy teachings 
shape the future of nations that will 
bless God. 


Whatever may be your sphere in life, 
let your conduct be such as shall fill the 
nlission of your ereation; and whether 
your work be high or low, strive carn- 
estly and faithfully, and success will 
crown your efforts.

History of its Organization.

Soon after the opening of the first 





“term of the Southern Llinois Normal 


school in September, 1874, the necessity 
of literary societies was frequently and 
earnestly digeussed by the students. A 
“Young Men's Debating Club" was 
soon established, and the young Indies 
were urged to organize a similar sociely 
for their own improvement. But some 
of them objected to exclnsive societies, 
on the ground that they are not in har- 
mony With the principles of co-educa- 
tion, aud that the refining intlueveces of 
literary work, and eas to be de- 
yived from it, shouldkke open to both 
sexes alike, the same as the other edu- 
cational advantages are frer to all in 
union kubor. : 

Asa result of this discussion, carly 
in October, 1874, nine young men. and 
fonr young women met together, aud 
framed a constitution and by-laws, and 
elected the first officers of the Zetetic 
society. Honoris due these students 
for the work begun and so organized 
that all new members entered into the 
immediate results without the care and 
anxiety that oppressed this band of bef 
winners. The society hall was in the 
porth-west corner vf the third floor of 
tlie old building, and here the first reg- 
ular niceting was held by the light of 
two tallow candles, but the light was 
not dimmed by such surroundiogs, and 
business progressed. There were j 
enough members to give each in oftice, 
ov special committee work, and we all 
enjoyed these special honors, At the 
ized haw well the 








connittee on flrnishings had done its 
work. ‘There were two light: stands, 
one for the Presiduut and ooe for the 
Secretary, and two large kerosene 
lamps brightly iuminated the imme- 
diate spare around said stands. The 
hall was seated with recitation benches, 
amt chairs for the President and Seer 
tary were borrowel from same class- 
room, to be returned.” however, before 
the next Monday morning. 

Ju spite of these stall beginnings 
the Zetetic Society grew, und adopted 
these beautiful words from ovr own 
loved Longfellow. ‘earn to labor and 
to wait,” for its mutte, which has Leen 
an inspiration to labor «nd paticnce, 
has grown inte the life effort until 
achievmeut bas erewned some weary 
in waiting with pear aud rest. 

We ean look back upon those davs 
with just satisfaction,. while reading 
betweun the Hues, aud realize that the 
foundation was well Inid, aud that many 
have built well upon it. Tt depends on 
personal effort what the character will 
be, and every original ides of the Zetet- 
ic Souiety was to develope the powers 
of the intellect, and edudate the head 
and heart together, thut each character 
may be rounded and full, and the intiu- 
ence of its members be for the pure and 
noble in life. 1t is rhany years since I 
left the charmed circle, but the mem- 
ories of those days, the battles fonght, 
the victories won, the many defeats, 
and the constant endeavor lo attain the 


best results-of labor, sre vie of the 




















“mile posts”. aleng the way I haye 
trod, and I turn back to those hours ou 
Friday night with “smiles and tears,” 


|and much gratitude for the opportuni- 


ties our State has gencrously placed in 
our way. 

Zetetics shauld be espevially earnest, 
for they bave rare opportunities to be 
used or abused. Do not let “it be the 
latter, You should renember that you 
enjov the benetits gained by the en- 
deavors of others, and to the following: 
aie due the honor of the first efforts for 
the Society: Messrs. Robarts, Flanni- 
gan, Thompson, McAnally, Abernathy, 
Dean. Kane, J. N. Brown, John Wood, 
Misses Morrow, Robarts, Sherman and 
Wright. 

I do not haow where all of them are. 
Mr. Abernathy died in 1887, 1 believe, 
and the rest are scattered from north 
to south, and from east to west, each 
doing hig and her part to advance the 
principles gained ia our society work, 
and the school which gave us such ad- 
vantages.

Well as I now remember, the Socratic 
Literary Society was organized in the 
fall’ term of the second year of the 
Normai, in what afterward became the 
Socratic Hall, a room in the southwest 
portion of. the building on the third 
floor. In fact the Socratic of to-day 

may wonder and take pride im the ex- 
treme poverty which confronted the 
prime movers of this little yet great 
literary sphere. The tirst meeting was 
held by the aid of a few tallow candles 
with their sickly rays of light, and a 
few chairs borrowed for the occasion. 
The name, as may be readily seen, was 
taken after that great ancient sage, 
Socrates, and ] believe was suggested, 
a8 was the motto, ‘Non Vera Felicitas 
Sine Sapientia,” by Prof. C. W. — 
ome. The first president was H. W. 
Ridenhower, of Vienna, Illinois, and 
the first secretary was W. H. Allen, of 
Springfield. Juno. Martin, who form- 
erly lived in this city, was the author 
of the Constitution and By-Laws which, 
by the Way, would not differ materially 
from those used now with, however, one 
conspicuous exeeption. That difference 
consisted ina provision which excluded 
the ladies from membership. [t may 
yet be remembered by some of the old- 
ev £members*that this peculiar feature 
of the constitution came near resulting 


in the destruction of every vestige of | 


strupgth there was in union. For, as 
was afterwards practically demon- 
strated, it would have been difficult for 
the society to have remained longer in 
existence without the refining influ- 
ences of the weaker(?) sex, Only by & 
small majority was the constitution 
with reference to her. ineligibility 
adopted, there being many who deemed 
it inadvisable to exclude her. Soon 
after organization two very hitter and 
antagonistic factions arose, purtly on 
account of this question, and after long 
contention the minority withdrew and 
allied themselves with the Zetetic So- 
ciety, which had been organize with 
the opening of the school. To be 
brief, however, this section of the con- 
stitution was soon afterwards amended, 
allowing the hoys to come out and 
bring their girls; and it is certainly safe 
to say that from that time dates the 
real growth and prosperity of tle so- 
ciety. Ina short time the member- 
ship swelled itself into a pumber equal 
to that of the other eifd of the literary 
world in the University; the hall was 
perceptibly improved ip appearance; 
an organ, which wheezed p little, was 
purebased; a library, through the 
kindness of ontsicde*friends, was insti- 
tuted, and many other obvious indica- 
tions of thrift and general enterprise 
" manifested themselves in so many re- 















spects that a future of no mean pro- 
portions was more than assured. his 
was as early as in ‘77, What good 
work has been done by the followers of 
Socrates since then it is certainly not 
expected that L should undertake to: 
tell. ! 

Speaking, however, of the past, re- | 
minds me forcibly of the fact that there i 
has been a decided revolution in both 
of the societies so far us concerns the 
young ladies. Now, for several years, 
for instance, they tovk but little part 
in the exercises of the program beyond ; 
accompanying the brave young debater 
to his field of battle, or perhaps more 
than to assist in the rendition of some 
music.
